RAILWAY 


LEGOLAND® PARK — DENMARK 


| ANTWERP MARSHALLING YARD 


The Autumn 1982 edition of Bricks ‘n Pieces carried an article about the big 
LEGO Train which you can actually ride on in the LEGOLAND Park. But 
this is not the only railway in the Park. ‘There is also a very extensive model 
railway system running through the towns, villages and countryside of 
Muiniland. 


This LEGOLAND Railway has trains similar to LEGO Railway sets in the 
shops, which many Club members will have at home, but a little bigger. 


The hub of the railway network is the big rail yard which 1s part of the model 
of Antwerp (Belgium). Here are located the engine sheds and marshalling 
yards, full of locomotives, carriages and wagons. The Antwerp model includes 
the extensive port facilities which have railway sidings connected to the 
marshalling yard. 


Tracks leave Antwerp in several directions connecting the various towns and 
villages such as Lillerby and Mollaean in Denmark, and the picturesque model 
of the town of Goslar set in the Hartz Mountains of Germany. 
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Flying Junction South of Goslar 


FISKERBY BRIDGE 


An important junction on the system 
is at Fiskerby, a model of a Danish 
fishing village, where two routes 
combine to cross the fully operational 
opening Fiskerby Bridge over the 
river. Special signals and_ track 
circuits stop the train automatically 
when the bridge opens to let ships 
through. 


Independent of the main network are 
two mountain railways. One is a 
spectacular alpine line running 


through the mountain scenery of 


Austria. The other is a railcar line 
operating above the Swedish village 
model. 








TECHNICAL 
INFORMATION 


The LEGOLAND Railway has a 
total route distance of over 500 
metres, with an additional 500 metres 
of sidings mainly in the Antwerp 
area. [here are 13 operational trains 
running simultaneously hauling 50 
carriages and waggons. Additionally 
there are 250 waggons and carriages 
in the Antwerp yards. 


COMPUTER 
CONTROL 


Half of the trains are controlled bya 
computer using interlocking signals 
and track circuits. The engines are 
equipped with electronic whistles and 
the carriages fitted with lights for 
night running. All the engines are 
battery powered by 24-volt batteries 
carried in the trains. These batteries 
are recharged automatically at night 
and whenever a train stops at a 
station via special contact skids 
between the rails.

‘“All good things must come to an 

end, and after 20 years of playing 
with LEGO bricks every day, this will 
come to an end with my retirement 
at the end of November’”’ says David. 


‘It was on 4th November 1962", 
continues David, ‘‘that I joined 
LEGO and I can still remember the 
day. My first model was a small cow. 
My first really big model was Alice in 
Wonderland for the Christmas 
Grotto of a big London store in 1963. 


The whole display covered 2000 


square feet’’. 


‘When I first started building LEGO 
models, the choice of bricks was very 
limited compared with today. 
Countless changes and new brick and 
component designs over the years 
have helped us all to build more 
realistic and exciting models. ‘The 
small plates or slimbricks in 
particular allowed me to construct 
much more realistic and graceful 
models’’.
